earnest: 
“Ministers can talk theology or sociology, or whatever ology you please,” 


said Mr. Toomay, “but they cannot tallk underStandingly about the things with 
which the manual laborers in the various fields of industry are<familiar. * I 
came out here to see if I couldn’t find ways and means to become more of a 
friend to the manual laborer. When you are a man’s ‘Triend, you can talk with 
him. When you are his clergyman, you can 't always do it.” 

Mr. Toomay has made a gréat discovery, a discovery greater than the finding 
of a continent, greater than the inspiration of James Watts, greater than the 
electric telegraph or the wireless telephone, a .discovery .more pregnant with 
blessings to mankind than the mariner ‘8s compass Or anesthetics or any other of 
the boons of science. 

He ha’ discovered that he is not a Superior Person. 

When all men discover that wonderful truth, each for himself. in his own 
heaft, vexations will disappear, sorrow Will flee far from us, all problems will be 
solved, and mankind will rise to the human dignity awaiting the race when the 
divinity buried in the soul shall emerge and possess the-nature of man. 

Whenever a man appéars.on this earth who owns tp that he is not Superior 
th® world moves forward and men grow better. 

There are several historical examples. One will’ suffice. : 

Many hundred years ago, a child was born and grew to manhood in an ob- 
scure corner of the world, inhabited for the most part by humble folk, held of lit- 
tle account in the world’s great affairs. But among them were some so Superior 
that on the face of the round earth they couldn’t find anybody equal to them in 
True Goodness and standing with the Heavenly Powers. Their Superiority was 
generally conceded by the mass of the people, who confessed their Inferiority with 
something like pious zeal.—thereby falling into the opposite vice, for the Infe- 
rior Person is just as much a drag on humanity as the other sort. But he will be 
discussed some other day. 

Now this child, when he became a man, turned out to be tHe victim of a 
strange infirmity—a sort of blindness. A certain distinction, plain enough even to 
humble minds, he could not make. 

He couldn’t distinguish between a Superior Person and one of the average 
or Inferior. They were all on¢ to him. 

Nagurally a man with such an extraordinary infirmity attracted great atten- 
tion for a time and he became very popular with all sorts and conditions of men. 
And being, as I said, blind to an important distinction, he wasn’t very particular 
about the company he kept. He was inclusive, not exclusive. One day he would 
take dinner with one of the Elect, a Superior Person. We may suppose that on 
such occasions he woild discuss Roman politics with his host, or Egyptian phi- 
losophy, or the pgeétry of Virgil, then much in fashion. I say. probably he did 
this because itis known that he was all things to all men, being unable to make 
the distinction already once of twice mentioned. F 

You will observe that these subjects are very abstract. That’s because the 
host was a Supetior Person. All Superior Persons are abstract. They deal 
largely with the large,:the remote, never with what has personal reference or 
interest.. Oh. dear, no. 

But it is on record that this man, while he was always courteehe to his host, 
riever failed at their dinner parties to say something concrete, something home- 
ly, personal, direct, and for a time it was not taken in bad part. 

So he got next the Superior Person. 

However, he spent most of his time among the folks of lesser consequence. 
Not that he lov@i them more than Superior Persons, but because there were 
more of thei, and he couldn't, for the life of him, discriminate between the two 
sorts. 

When a wedding was on in one.of the lower” wards, 
with the delegate representing that constituency in the House of Delegates or 
what corresponded to oltpipodle body in those days.

He was a carpenter, himself, by the way; so he would naturally be in- 
terested. 

All this is a lengthy way of saying that he “got next” to the folks of his 
country, city and ward. On all these occasions he did a good deal of talking. 
And his sayings are the most extraordinary ever heard. Never and nowhere on 
this earth have words like his been uttered by mortal man. 

What was the secret of his power? 

He didn’t pretend to be a Superior Person. 
such persons, nor Inferior either, but all were just folks; 
alike to him. He loved them all, none more, none less. 

Now the moral of this solemn’.wisdom, or nonsense, if thé reader please, lies 
in its application, 

There are many Superior Persons who have not yet discgvered that they are, 
just folks. They are bent on elevating other people to their own level. ! 

So they stand off and call names. When they want to elevate the lower 
wards and purity municipal politics, they-stand up in a Superior way and shout 
“thief,” “thug,” “degenerate.” When they get their breath they become abstract 
and talk about theories of municipal government and organized charity, and the 
latest pretty phrase about the city beautiful. 

Superior Persons do so love to be abstract. 

Now these Superior Persons are very sincere in their desire to elevate the 
masses, but they will never do it by calling names or being abstract. In fact, the 
whole theory of elevation is a vicious fallacy. 

Two things are necessary before a man can do his whole duty by society, be- 
fore he can perform his use, before he can hope to do his appointed task.

WIFE INHERITS FORTUNE OF 
MORMON ELDER. 


Girl Was in Love With Him and Was 
Sealed to Him on Her “Death Bed’”’ 
for Eternity—Then She Re- 
covered, 


SLAT LAKE CITY, Utah, Aug. 16.—A 
“celestial marriage,” ordered by Brigham 
Young and carried out in accordance with 
the rites of the Mormon cnurch, has been 
declared legal by the Supreme Court of 
Utah. Anne Armitage Park Hilton has 
been pronounced the widow of the late 
Dr. John R. Park. The thousands of do)- 
lara which the distinguished Mormon edu- 
cator left to the University of Utah must 
be given to her, 

But the money is not worrying the Mor- 
mons half as much as the far-reaching 
effects of the Supreme Court decision. This 
legal finding has tied a knot in the tenets 
of Mormonism which cannot be untangled. 
Hundreds of women who were married ac- 
cording to the “oelestial’’ form find that 
they now have more than one husband— 
a@ condition which they have always looked 
upon a6 being an unpardonable sin. 

There is no way getting around the em- 
barrassing state of affairs. The Supreme 
Court's ruling is final, and what's more, it 
is a reversal of tthe finding of the lower 
court. 

This strange condition has been brought 
about by a peculiar phase of the Mormon 
institution of marriage. The followers of 
Joseph Smith go through ceremonies good 
for this world and for the next making a 
distinction between the “early marriage’”’ 
and the “celestial marriage.’’ Some wom- 
en are “sealed’’ or married to one husband 
for this earth and another husband for 
heaven. Heretofore the “celestial mar- 


riage’’ has not been recognized as applying 
to this earth. Now comes the court with 
a decision which says that a spouse se- 
lected on earth as a companion for heaven 
only is a spouse indeed in this world, and 
the Mormon women who have made other

Dr. Park’s desire to ease the mind of a 
woman, who, he thought, was dying caused 
all the trouble. This woman was Anne 
Armitage. When 19 years old she heard a 


Mormon missionary preaching on the 
streets of London and decided to embrace 
his faith. 


She was poor and alone. She heard al- 
luring tales of the promised land amid the 
mountains of America, and so she applied 
in Liverpool at the Mormon agency for 
transportation to the United States. ' 

She was given steerage passage on & 
shi by the Mormon agent, George F. 
— Ss, now secretary to the president of the 
church. 

Shortly before the steamer was to sail 
this 19-year-old girl stood lonely and dis- 
consolate on the deck. She gazed sadly at 
the shore|of her native land, so soon to be 
left behind, and tears came to her eyes 
as she thought of leaving beloved England 
for a new and to her unknown country, 
Mr. Gibbs, catching sight of the sorrowful 
figure and of the streaming eyes, spoke to 
&® man who was to take passage on the 
steamer and asked him to make the girl's 
voyage as pleasant as ssible. The man 
thus addressed was Dr. John R. Park, who 
became celebrated as a Mormon educator. 

Dr. Park was a learned man, devoted to 
his books and to the cause of education. He 
was a devout Mormon, but his great aim 
in life was to uplift by education the con- 
verts already in Utah rather than to spread 
the faith, and he was one of the founders 
of the Utah educational system. At that 
time he was 40 years of age, and was re- 
turni from a tour of Europe. Possessed 
of a kindly heart, Dr. Park took pity on the 
lonely girl, and often talked with her during 
the voyage across the Atlantic. But the 
thought of marriage never appeared to have 
entered his head. 

Arrived in Utah, Anne Armitage became 
a servant first in the home of Daniel H. 
Welles, counsel to Brigham Young, and 
father of Heber M. Welles, present gov- 
ernor of Utah, and later in the home of 
Emeline F. Young, a wife of Brigham 
Young. Dr. Park occasionally called to see 
the girl, but there is no evidence that he 
entertained even then any feeling toward 
her more tender than that of a kindly in- 
terest. With the girl, however, it was dif- 
ferent. A deep. respectful, admiring love 
sprang up in her heart. 

Some months later the affair came to an 
issue. Miss Armitage was taken seriousl 

ill. Hope of her recovery was abandoned. 
Realizing that she was facing death, Coun- 
selor Wells asked her if she desired to be 
“sealed” to anybody for eternity. 


Deathhed 


It was not the fear of death that haunted 
Anne Armitage at this time. ‘Death meant 
merely an exchange of an existence that 
had been dreary for a life which offered 
joy to the faithful. But,” devout Mormon 


that she was, she abhorred the thought of 
facing the judgment seat without a hus- 
band. The ormon faith teaches that a 
man or woman has far greater chances of 
bliss in the next world if married than if 
single, while each child adds just so much 
to the exaltation of the parent. Anne 
could not bear the thought of going into 
this other world both single and childless. 
Hence the question of Counselor Wells, 
and hence her reply, that she would like 
to be sealed to a husband for eternity. 
With her there was only one choice for 
a célestial husband—Dr. Park. She asked 
that she be ‘‘sealed’’ to him. 

The learned educator was not so anxious 
to enter these bonds. He was wedied to 
his profession and he desired no other wife. 
In fact, Brigham Young was greatly an- 
noyed at him because he persisted in de- 
voting himself to his books and his classes 
and refused to take unto himself a wife. 
This match wags arranged without hi 
paewienes. Counselor Wells had intende 
as had © bride-to-be, that the ‘‘sealing’’ 
hould be performe after the girl's 
eath. He went to Brigham Young with 
the information that the girl was dying 
and that she desired to be ‘“‘sealed’’ to Dr. 
Park after hegs death. President Yourg 
immediatel sprang to hig feet and ex- 
claimed: “‘Why not marry them now; no 
time like the present.” 

and from Brigham Young was 
supreme law—it even meant a mandate 
from God. Thus it was that when the 
words of President Young were brought to 
Dr. Park he had practically no choice. Be- 
lieving the girl to be dying, he consented. 


She Recovered

‘“‘Witnesses- 

“D. M’KENZIE. 
“JAMES JACK.” 

This constituted a ‘‘church divorce,”’ as it 
is known in Utah. No action was taken in 
any civil court, but the divorce was recog- 
nized by the Mormon Church, which con- 
stituted a law unto itself in those days. 

In October, 1875, Mrs. Park was ‘‘sealed’”’ 
to William Hilton now a patrolman on the 
Salt Lake City police force. Several chil- 
dren resulted from the union, and, until his 
death, Dr. Park entered into his former 
spouse’s life only as a friend. 

Dec. 5, 1900, the aged educator died. His 
estate was found to be worth $40,000, and 
he had left practically all to the University 
of Utah, of which he was one of the found- 
ers.

Then came Anne Armitage Park Hilton 
to the front. She has received no be- 
quest in the will, and she claimed a third 
of the estate as her right as the lawful 
widow of Dr. Park. Her lawyers set up 
the claim that the ceremony of ‘“‘sealing”’ 
for eternity constituted a legal marriage, 
while the church divorce was not a legal 
divorce. 

These points had never been ruled upon 
judicially, and the case attracted wide at- 
tention among the Mormons. In the lower 
court Judge Hall ruled against Mrs. Hilton. 
The Supreme Court, however, has de, 


cided in her favor, declaring that ‘“‘geal- 
ing’’ constitutes legal marriage, and that 
a church divorce is _  iliegal. None of 
the judges who passed on the case are Mor- 
mons. 

This court decision has led to a discussion 
which has resulted in more light on the 
Mormon practice of “‘sealing’’ or marriage. 
The Mormons recognize three kinds of mar- 
riage ceremonies. The first is the sealing 
for time, which corresponds to the ordinary 
marriage ceremony. Then there is the 
sealing for time and eternity—the adopted 
Mormon marriage. The third is the sealing 
for eternity only, as was the case with Dr. 
Park and Miss Armitage. 

When a man is sealed to a widow for 
time only Fe forfeits all hope of having 
their children with him in the next world. 
The belief is that the children of the sec- 
ond marriage as well as of the first will go 
with the mother in the next world, and will 
be called children of the first husband. This 
would leave the second husband wifeless 
and childless in the other existence, greatly 
diminishing his chances for the extreme of 
bliss, accordng to the Mormon faith. 

An example of this belief was shown not 
long ago. A young Morman not extremely 
strong in the faith married the widow of 
another rominent young Morman. 
brother. of the first husband congratulated 
the bridegroom and then remarked: 

‘“T am glad to see you taking care of my 
brother’s wife in this world. I am sure he 
will take care of and cherish your children 
in the next.’’ 

Thus it has come about that confusion 
reigns among the Mormons. The usages of 
the church and the construction of the law 
are in direct conflict, for the Mormon lead- 
ers have decided to take no official cogni- 
gance of the decision. They still hold that 
sealing for eternity only has no application 
to this earth.

GERMAN THIEVES WHO KILL. 


Acts of Violence in New York Laid to 
One Class. 

NEW YORK, Aug.i6.—There is reason in 

the opinion of expert thief’ catchers, to 


believe that most of the acts of violence 
committed by ‘burglars in and about New 
Yerk in the last few weeks have been the 
work of one class of criminals. is class 
is known to the police as German thieves. 

The American thief is like the lish 
thief and the Irish crook, in that he hes'- 
tates to use violence save in case of great 
danger to himself. Most thieves, especial- 
ly house breakers, ca pistols, when en- 
aged on a job, but the pistol. is more 
or the purpose of intimidation than any- 
thing else. oe 

The German thief is entirely different 
from the others. He carries a n for the 
purpose of using it on anyone who puts his 
life in danger. He will use the gun on 
the slightest provocation and invariably 
shoots to kill. 

Almost all German thieves are house 
breakers. Detectives in this city say that 
60 per cent of the house burglaries that 
occur here are the work of negroes, who 
belong especially in the class known to 
the police as ‘“‘sneaks.”’ 

There is hardly a police detective of ex- 
perience in this city who does not believe 
that the Latimer killing in Brooklyn was 
the work of a German crook. he job 
bore all the earmarks. It was sim'lar to 
many other shootings committed under the 
same conditions by German crooks. 

Fritz Meyer, the murderer of the old 
en bell ringer in Brooklyn, the mur- 
erer of Policeman Smith, who caught him 
robbing the poor box of a Catholic church 
in Manhattan, and probably the murderer 
of a number of other persons, was a true 
type of' the German crook. 
hanged two years ago in Raymond street 
jail, in Brooklyn, for a murder similar to 
a of Latimer, was another of the same 
stripe. . 

They were men who would shoot man, 
woman or child without a moment's’ hesi- 
tation if caught in a robbery. They were 
men who shot to kill, and after killing they 
faced death themselves with amazing in- 
difference when the law condemned them. 
A detective on the staff of Capt. Titus of 
this city told a’ reporter the other day that 
there were more German crooks along the 
Bowery now than there had been for years, 

“You can find dozens of them around thé 
lodging houses;”’ he said, ‘“‘many of them 
young men of 25 and.80. They hang to- 
gether because thieves of other nationali- 
ties will not work with them. 

“American thieves are not fond of hang- 
ing, and the German’s proneness to shoot 
Is well known to them. A German will 
kill rather than be captured and risk a 
term in prison. 

“Au American thief—in, fact, any other 
kind of thief—will take a dozen terms 
rather than face a charge of murder. That 
ls because away down deep*in him is the 
fear of God, which doesn’t exist in the 
German at all.”

Southern Pacific Claims It Has a Right 
to Use the Cars by Paying an 
Equitable Mileage 
for Them.

BEAUMONT, Tex., Aug. 16.—The oil tank 
car- sityation at Beaumont has grown s0 


serious that it would seem that the courts 
and the state and interstate railroad com- 
missions alone can settle the dispute which 
has arisen between the oil shippers and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 

The oll shippers are findin 
the Southern Pacific: Rallroad for confis- 
cating their own private cars and using 
them for its own business and for the busi- 
ness of certain favored shippers. The rail- 
rohd maintains that it has a right to ap- 
propriate the,cars, paying \% cent mileage 
for them—clafming this right under a rul- 
ing of the interstate commerce commission 
that one rallroad may use the cars of an- 
other and return them loaded to the origi- 
nyl shippjag point by paying mileage on 
the gars thus used. 

The oll compantes dispute this claim, 
avepring that as they are not rallroad com- 
panies they are not in position to come un- 
der the rule, which, they say, was made 
for the purpose of providing an equitable 
interchange basis. 

The, ofl companies charge that the rall- 
road company is deliberately holding out 
cars far the advantage of the Jennings field 
and that it not only uses the private cars 
for ite pwn purpeses, but deliberately holds 
them on sidetracks for the purpose of han- 
dicapping the companies that are not in 
its especial favor. 

One company manager declares that two 
ears sent by him with oll to Lake Charles, 
Lxu., about fifty miles away, on July 19 are 
still on the side track at Lake Charles; an- 
other company sent three cars to the same 
place on the following day, and these cars 
are still out and, according to the company 
manager, lying on side tracks; and a third 
company charges that two of {ts cars have 
been shunted and bunted around the side 
tracks between Beaumont and New Orleans 
fer a Httle more than a month.

temptei Thursday evening by its being 
thrown from a fast passenger train on the 
fron Mountain Railroad two miles north of 
Irondale?

Thursday and the person who threw 
the baby from the train may be in St. Louis 
now. 

Through the merciful igterference of 
Providence a boy child has been saved unto 
the world. Intended for a cruel and terrible 
death, the merest chance interposed not a 
moment too soon and it was rescued to live 
and find loving and honest protectors. 

The incidents connected with the finding 
of this baby constituted a marvelous story 
of deep interest. The little one thus vio- 
lently thrust under public notice is the cen- 
ter of a mysiery which only publicity can 
solve.

patch was sent to the scene of the story 
yesterday. The facts revealed by a thorough 
investigation are these: 

Last Thursday evening Williams Helms, 
a farmer who lives just north of the bridge 
across Big river near Irondale. M»>»., on 
the St. Louis and Arcadia branch of the 
Iron Mountain, was engaged in building a 
log barn not far from his home. 

To finish the roof he needed a 
piece of timber which he knew to 
his premises near where the bridge 
crosses the river as it flows through his 
farm, and by means of which the railroad 
spans the stream. 

To get this piece of timber’ he walked 
from his house to the edge of a deep rock 
cut which runs through the farm. Where 
his land ends a fence is built up to the 
edge of the cut. When he reached this 
point he paused, resting on the fence, for 
he ‘saw crossing the bridge his friend and 
neighbor, Henry Ashbaugh. 

While he was thus, waiting he heard a 
; sound that startied him.- In desoribing it

“Tl was watching Henry Ashbaugh come 
toward my place and as I thought he 
wanted to talk with me I waited for him.

That it had been thrown from a train he 
could not doubt. No. 4, which arrives in 
St. Louls at 7°30 p. m., had passed through 
‘the cut five minutes before he reached there 
'im his search for the piece of timber. His 
wife and daughter had pussed through the 
cut on their way home from a neighbor's 
house a few minutes before the train 
passed, and had made no mention of see- 
ing the valise. 


MURDER WAS MEANT. 
That it had the intention,,to 
der the babe had no doubt, 


and indignation filled his heart. 

The mouth of the rock cut Is only a few 
feet from the north end of the bridge over 
Big river and the track is on the down 
grade. Trains leaving lrondale Tun over 
the bridge and through the cut ata high 
rate of speed. From appearances it had 
been the intention of the person who had 
endeavored to get rid of the baby to throw 
it into the river, but the speed of the train 
had caught him or her unprepared when 
the bridge was reached, so that instead of 
going into the water the valise was carried 
beyond and into the rock cut.

It had been 
tossed along the wall of the cut for more 
than twenty feet, and how it ever escaped 
going under the wheels of the train is one 
of thé mysteries of Providence. 

When Mr. Helms arrived home he was 
breathless from his exertions, and could 
only lay the valise and its burden in his 
wife’s arms. Bejing a mother, she grasped 
the situation at once, and released the 
baby from its predicament. The valise into 
which it was jammed is a small pasteboard 
affair covered with gray canvas, the tele- 
scoping parts fastened with leather straps. 
It is 1€ inches long, six inches wide and 
five inches deep. 

Into this the baby had been squeezea un- 
til there was not the fraction of an inch 
of space to spare. It was dressed in a little 
knit shirt, a long flannel skirt, and, over 
all, a long skirt of dimity, while on its 
head .was a lace cap. The long clothes 
wera folded up over it and around it, and 
its head was covered tightly with a little 
knit shirt that completely shut out the 
air. The only thing in the valise with it 
was a spool of black cotton thread. 

When Mrs. Helms unwrapped the babe 
from its mummy-like covering it was in- 
sensible, save that occasionally it gave 
forth a faint little squeak that indicated 
pain. The right side of its head was great- 
ly swollen, and there was a perceptible 
dent in the skull. Friday the swelling dis- 
appeared, and the dent filled out. 

Thursday night the neighbers having 
heard of the finding of the baby, hurried to 
the Helms house, partly out of curiosity 
and partly to be of service. 


LIFE DESPAIRED OF. 


That night the baby was very ill and 


none who saw it thought it would recover. 
It went from one spasm into another and 
the only sound it made was the little piti- 
ful squeak. All night sympathetic women | 
fixed hot cloths for it, and rubbed its, 
head. and its right arm which had been | 
sprained at the elbow with soothing lotions | 
and liniments. | 

Friday noon the baby opened its eyes and 
even essayed an infantile smile. Then it 
began to cry. It cried lustily all Friday 
afternoon and night and into Saturday. It 
proved to the satisfaction of all that even 
lig it had been nearly suffocated in the 
valise, and had had its head dented in, and 
had been -tossed about like a boat in a mael- 
strom, its lungs were all right at all events.

The new justice was very much interested 
in the comments made by the newspapers 
regarding his selection to succeed Justice 

ray. e read severa) clippings shown to 
him with undisguised amusement, com- 
menting that many writers of editorial 
opinions did not appear to know what they 
were talking about. When the statements 
alleging incorrect views relating to public 
opinions were sbown he gave a list of the 
opinions and articles In which such views 
were correctly set forth. 

“I would suggest,” he said, ‘that the 
editors who are supplying me with new 
doctrines should read these articles and 
opinions and then write about them. Some 
of them appear to labor under the impress- 
ion that I am a self-appointed leader of a 
new school of socialism. have nothing 
to say, of course, about those opinions 
themselves, only I would suggest that my 
critics and commentators read them first 
and write afterward.’

Eva F. a fe wdays ago for $5000. Linguist 
immediately proceeded to win himself out 
the first time he started in Cook's col- 
Ella F. a few days ago for $5000. Linguist 
started in his new owner's wame E. J. 
Arnold & Co.'s 2-year-old, Fitz Brillar, 
was in the same race and his party played 
him for a good thing. 

Felix Bard had just won for Arnold & 
Co. and the St. Louls concern bet on F.ts 
Brillar like {t wab all over but the shout- 
ing. The heavy play on Fitz helped Cook 


to get a long price against Linguist. The 
latter won cleverly while Fitz Brillar was 
beaten off. Brillar is speedy, but the way 
he wabbles at the end would suggest that 
he lacks é¢tamina. 

Cook also bought the promising colt St 
Minor, by St. Savior, in Chicago recently. 
and won two races with the youngster 
right off the reel. St. Minor is said to 
have cost Cook $5000. He is a sp'endid colt 
and ought to develop into a grand 3-year- 
old. It now looks as if Cook would have 
some promising Derby material for next 


season. 

Fred Cook has had an interesting turf 
career ever since he started out to make a 
handbook in the old pool alley in this city.

SALT WATER IN WELL 
2246 FEET DEEP 


MPORTANT light has been thrown on 
the underground water resources of 
southeastern Virginia by a deep well, 

constructed at Fort Monroe. The 

was sunk to bedrock “‘granite,’’ 224 
feet, but, although several water-bearing 
strata were penetrated, they were all found 
to develop flows of salt water. 


well 


The results obtained from the Fort Mon- 
roe well confirm those found elsewhere in 
this region 

Salt water only has been found in borings 
at Norfolk, Va., at 760 feet; at Wilmington. 
N. (.. where bedrock was reached; at the 
Chamberlin Hotel, Old Point Comfort, at #7 
feet, 
soutbern Maryland. 

These borings indicate that there are no 
prospects for usable underground waters in 
the region. Eastern Virginia is underlaid 
by a succession of widely extended sheets 
of sands and clays, lying In regular order 
on an east-sloping floor of granite or other 
“bedrock.” . 

This rock disappears beneath the surface, 
along a zone passing near Petersburg, Rich- 
mond. Fredericksburg and Washington,

to 100 feet per mile, reaches a considerabio 
depth near the ocean—2246 feet at Fort 
Monroe.

sion for the devil and 


Napoleon Bonaparte. 


She says she is like the Russian Bashkirtseff but deeper, and finds a kin- 
ship in the Lord Byron of “Don Juan.” 


Miss MacLane is 


particularly outspoken against commonplacedness. 


It is the unusual that attracts her. She devotes considerable space to a con- 
demnation of the conventional marriage ceremony, and conventions of many 


kinds arouse her ire and her bitter 
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ARY MACLANE of Butte, Mont., 
M wrote the story of herself and com- 

mitted it to the ‘‘wide, wise world.”’ 
She told everything she knew about herself, 
and everything she thought and felt—but 
not everything she is. 

For last week as I sat with her for three 
hours at the ‘home of Miss Corbin, her 
“Anemone Lady,’ in Cambridge, 
we two lunched together next day, I be- 
Heve I saw her as she is, and I believe I 
know the real Mary MacLane. And eo this 
is the story of Mary MacLane, which her 
book does not tell. 

Inasmuch as I did not go to Cambridge 
to pass judgment on Mary MacLane, or 
to find out whether she poses or whether 
she is a genius, or whether she is good, or 
loves her mother, or steals—or indeed 
whether any of her books is really herself 
—I shall not say what I thought about any 
of these things. 

I will simply tell what she did and sald 
in the time we were together, prefaced by 
two statements, which ought to be taken 
into consideration at every step. 

First—She is exceedingly pretty—far prei- 
tier- than her pictures. 

Second—Nobody can repeat what she says 
verbatim and at the same time be per- 
fectly fair to her. For her manner and ner 
woice and her pretty, ripply laugh are ex- 
tra tlustrations not to be reproduced. 

When I heard her steps on the stair at 
the home of the “‘Anymone Lady,” they 
came tapping out a little refrain, the bur- 
Gen of her portraya) of herself: 

“T am not good,” they said, singing from 
her book; “I am not virtuous; I am not 
generous. I am awaiting the coming of the 
devil, and I know he usually comes. I am 
a genius.’’ 

“And, O dear,”’ I thought, “you are not 
pretty. For otherwise unattractive people 
give out that they are not good.”’ 

She came in and took my hand in her 
own warm and firm and rather large hand 
She sat down in a big leather chair and 
waited for me to begin. The little refrain 
her tan boots had tapped out died in my 
head as IT looked at her. 

Mary Maclane, alert for the coming of 
the devil, looks like a Madonna, and a pot 
of sweet lavender and a fall of old lace. 

Mary MacLane is not little. She is tall 
— 5 feet and 6 Inches, really—and she has a 
pretty figure and a well-set head. 

Her hair, which is her chief glory, ts all 
ripples and brown shadows, and in tendrils 
about her face.

By treating the Indian as an individual, 
it may be urged, the government is multi- 
plying its cares, but it cannot be denied 
that the system it has finally adopted is 
workable, and there appears to be no re- 
treat from it. It is not a question of 
whether we exist as a tribe or people, but 
whether we exist at all. It is best for us, 
therefore, to take it for granted that the 
government believes it is working for our 
interest and give good faith for what is 
presumed to be good faith on the part of 
the government. Assuming that the gov- 
ernment will keep its word there ts suffi- 


cient probability that the government will 


not further rob the Indian, to make the 
Indian willing to make the experiment of 
citizenship.

It is between these two 
places that he intends to conduct his ex- 
periments.

“The same thing applies to a railway. 
The car becomes the receiving station, 
drawing its electrical energy from the cur- 
rent which has been sent into the dir at 
the transmitting station and in this way 
can get enough power to run at a speed 
of over 100 miles «en hour. 

“My invention will also solve the proolem 
of aerial navigation. You know that the 
great problem with flying machines’ has 
been the fact that the balioon had to car- 
ry heavy batteries, which would weigh it 
down. By uS8ing one of my simple receiv- 
ing instruments, it could get all the power 
it wanted to operate it, directly from the 
air. 

“This is merely a brief outline of what 
| intend to accomplish. I will now go jnto 
the more technical details of the scheme. 

“My invention comprises a transmitting 
conductor in which electrical cur- 
rents or oscillations are produced and 
which is arranged to cause such currents 
or osciliations to be propagated by conduc- 
tion through the natural medium from one 
point to another remote therefrom, and a 
receiving condiefor at such dis- 
tant point be excited by the 
osciliations or propagated from 
the transinitter. 

“First I use a coll, generally of many 
turns and of a very large dianteter, wound

‘The apparatus at one point is used as a 
transmitter, the first coil in this case con- 
stituting a high-tension (secondary), and 
the second coil (the primary), of much.low- 
er tension, of a transformer. In the circuit 
of the primary coil is included a suitable 
source of current. One terminal of the sec- 
ondary coil is at the center of the spiral 
coil, and from this terminal the current is 
led by a conductor to a terminal, preferably 
of large surface, formed or maintained by 
such means as a balloon at an elevation 
suitable for the purpose of transmission. 
The other terminal is connected to earth. 

“At the receiving station a transformer 
of similar construction is employed, but in 
this case the longer coil constitutes the pri- 
mary and the shorter coll the secondary, of 
the transformer. 

“In the circuit of the latter are connected 
lamps, motors or other devices for utilizing 
the current. 

“As the main object for which the appa- 
ratus is designed is to produce a current 
of excersively high potential, this object 
is facilitated by using a primary current of 
very considetabl® frequency.’ It must also 
be remembered that the terminals of the 
colls, must be maintained ‘at ‘proper cleva- 


tion,

“The apparatus at the receiving station 
responds to the currents propagated by the 
transmitter in the following manner. The 
primary cireult of the receiver—that is, the 
thin wir€ coll—is excited by the currents 
propagated by conduction through the air, 
and these ¢urrents induce in the secondary 
coil other currents which are utilized for 
operating the devices included itn the circuit 
thereof. 

“Odviously, the receiving coils, trans- 
formers or other apparatus may be mova- 
ble; as, for instance, when they are car- 
riel by a vessel floating in the air or. by 
a ship at sea. In‘*the former case the con- 
nection of one terminal of the receiving 
apparatus’ to the ground may not be per- 
manent, but might be in.ermittently or tn- 
ductively established 

“It is to be noted that the phenomenon 
here involved in the transmission of elec- 
trical energy is.one of true conduction and 
is not to be confounded with the ~henome- 
non of electrical radiation. which would 
render impossible the transmission of elec- 
trical energy of any appreciable amount 
of distances of practical value.”

The newest locomytive fs the New York

This is the greatest tonnage ever moved 
by a single lecomotive on any railroad in 
the world.

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WHAT MAKES THE E WHEELS GO'R 
ON THE ST. LOUIS TROLLEY CARS 


Do You Know That Lightning Strikes the Electric Cars During 
Every Thunder Storm?---Safety Appliances That Are 
Mechanical Ajaxes---Supt. John Grant and His 
Herculean Task of Running the St. 

Louis Transit Company. 
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HERE isn’t one man, woman or 
child in a hundred who knows 
how and why the trolley car 

wheels go ’round.”’ 

This statement was made to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch by Supt. W. T. Cook of the 
power department of the St. Louis Transit 
Co. 

Another rather startling statement is that 
during a thunder storm in St. Louis nearly 
every trolley car in the city is etruck by 
lightning. 

The motor man. doesn’t feel the shock, 
and, in fact, he is utterly oblivious to the 
fact that a deadly bolt has flashed by with- 
in a few inches of his body. 

The passengers are none the wiser for tho 
close proximity of the fluid current that 
might send all to eternity in the fraction 
of a second. 


And that very calamity would happen 
vere it not for one little plece of mechin- 
ism known as the “lightning arrester,’’ lo- 
cated just back of the forward trucks. It 
isthe mechanical ajax, without which no 
motor car is complete and no passenger’s 
life is safe in a thunder storm. In fact, 
the contrivance is one of the most impor- 
tant and essential parts of the trolley car. 

“What makes the wheels go ‘round?’ 
the Sunday. Post-Dispatch asked Supt. 
Cook, and this is what he said: 


By W. T. COOK, Superintendent 
of Power, St. Louis Transit Co. 


HE St. Louis Transit Co. has six pow- 

T er houses where the electricity to 

run the cars is generated. They are 

the Central, the Northern, the Substation, 

the Union Depot, the Cass Avenue and the 
Southern station. 


The trolley system is divided into sections 
and each section is distinct from the oth- 
ers. That is, if an accident or break oc- 
curs in one section it will not interfere 
with the operation of cars in any other dis- 
trict. Each trolley section has its individ- 
ual feed wire which is fed with electricity 
direct from one of the power houses. 

The feed wires—the heavy wire you no- 
tice strung along the line, are connected 
at intervals with the trolley wire and. as 
you probably know, the current is con- 
ducted from the overhead trolley wire to 
the motors in the car through the trolley 
pele and a system of wires 

The current passes down through the 
trolley pole and along the wire on the top 
of the cars to what we call the “circuit 
breaker.”’ Before it reaches the cirevit 
breaker, however, it passes through the 
“tap for tights.’’ This is an ingenious con- 
trivance which, although the circuit might 
be broken, keeps the car I'ghted. 

The ‘circuit’ breaker’ is inclosed in a 
box on the ceiling of the front platform. 
When anything goes wrong with the mo- 
tors underneath the car the ‘‘circiut break- 
er’’ works automatically and shuts off the 
current. All trolley car riders have heard 
that loud snap accompanied by a bright 
flash and many times they are frightened, 
believing that something serious has hap- 
pened or is about to occur. This fear is 
neediess. The automatic circuit breaker 
ff a savior, not oa destrover. 

After the current passes threueh the cir- 
‘quit breaker it shovts down and under the 
car to the “kick coil” and “lightning kill- 
er’’ or “‘choker.”’ Cars are struck by near- 
ly eyery bolt of Nghtning and were {t not 
for the “kick coll” it would be fatal to 
operate a trolley car during a thunder 
storm. 

The “lightning killer’ is simply an arrange- 
ment whereby the lightning reaches .the 
earth by the shortest and ensiest route 
‘possible. The “kick coll’ offers to the 
@lectric fluid an unimpeded and direct path 
to oblivion—the earth

“fuse box,’’ a cylinder 10 by 3 inches, and 
constructed of non-combustible material. 
From there it enters the main cable, made 
up of 14 wires.’ It then passes on to the 
controller, which is regulated by the mo- 
torman by means of a lever or crank. 

The current is dead, so far as the move2- 
ment of the car is concerned, until the mo- 
torman turns the lever to the first notch. 
Then the current runs back to what is 
termed the “resistances.”’ These ‘‘resist- 
ances’’ are of iron, and so constructed as to 
allow only a certain amount of ‘he current 
to pass into the motor. The further around 
the circle the controller handle is moved 
the less resistance and the faster the speed 
of the car. 

When a motorman wishes to back his car 
he first shuts off his current. Then he 
turns the reverse lever, which brings abuu: 
a reversal in the direction of the current 
and a like reversal of the motor’s revolu- 
tions. 

The up-to-date trolley car has a motor far 
each pair of wheels. For instance, the new 
big Olive street eight-wheelers have fcur 
motors. 

The motors are suspendei from the 
trucks, and these are what directly ‘‘make 
the wheels go ’round.”’ 


On the ends of the motor shaft is a pinion 
which engages with a large gear fastened 
tight to the shaft of the two car wheels. 
When the current passes into the motor 
and makes that whirr around it in turn, 
by means of the cogs, forces the shaft and 
wheels around. 


SUPT. JOHN GRANT of the 


St. Louis Transit Co. 


HE name of John Grant, general su- 
T perintendent of the St. Louis Transit 
Co., is familiar to all St. Louisans, 
but the man himself is unknown to the 
many thousands of persons who daily pat- 
ronize the street cars, and whose life and 
safety are in the hands of employes who 
operate the cars in accordance with Mr. 
Grant’s instructions. 

With its lines spreading out over ‘he 
city like the vigrating nerves of a huge 
giant, the transit company represents the 
most potent commercial enterprise in St. 
Louis. This great system, with its mul- 
tiplicity of detail, is manuvged from Mr. 
Grant's office at Park and Vandeventer 
avenues, and a visit to his office between 
the hours of 9 and 2:30 in the morning 
would convince one that the life a general 
superintendent is not a bed of roses. 

Mr. Grant arrives at his office promptliyv 
at 9 o'clock every morning, and immediate- 
ly gives his attention to the vast number 
of personal and business communications 
and letters from every part of the city 
containing the characteristic ‘‘kicks’’ of 
people who have a real or fancied griev- 
ance against the company or its employea, 

Hundreds of these letters are received 
daily and each one is answered by Mr. 
Grant, who gives a rapid-fire dictation to‘ 
his private stenographer, Miss Emma Cam- 
meron, by whose aid he is enabled to clear 
away the mass of mail before the other 
routine work of the day. 

After the letters each of his eight as- 
sistant division superintendents submit in 
person Dis daily report. There are eight 
divisions, consisting of 29 separate lines and 
400 miles of track. 

The assistant superintendents’ reports 
give in detail the number of cars in opera- 
tion on edph line, the number of passengers 
carried, and the condition of the track and 
other equipments, 

About 4 motormen and conductors report 
at Mr. Grant's office each day. Some of 
these men are ordered by letter to report 
and explain some accident to their car cr 
shortage or mistake in the cash fares. 

The sitghtest error is made known to Mr. 
Grant, and each case is investigated thor- 
oughly, for he !s an exacting taskmaster. 
rendering always just judgment and words 
of commendation to his men. 

After 12:30 Mr. Grant goes to lunch at 
the Noonday Club, and the afternoon js 
Spent in riding over each system inspecting 
the repair work on the tracks and the 
way the cars are operated and the manner 
in which passengers are handled.

The last hours of the day are spent by 
Mr. Grant in consultation with A. B. du 
Pont, and plans are discussed and arranged 
for the betterment of the service.

Mr. Grant was born in Detroit, Mich.,

position he advanced himself by steady 
application to work to the position of di- 
vision superintendent and from that he 
became general manager of the entire sys- 
tem of street railways in Detroit. 

‘rom: June, 1899, to February, 191, Mr. 
Grand occupied the position of assistant 
general manager of the street car system 
in Indianapolis, Ind. 

During the strike in Detroit in 1890 Mr. 
Grant was a division superintendent and 
his division was the last to cease opera- 
tion, and that only upon the order of the 
board of directors, who wished to avoid 
bloodshed and damage to the company’s 
property. 

Such was the confidence of his men that 
not one of them joined the strikers, and 
the company was thus saved many thou- 
sands of dollars by his diplomatic manage- 
ment. 

Upon the solicitation of A. B. du Pont, 
vice-president and general manager of the 
transit company, Mr. Grant came to St. 
Louls in February, 1901, and his keen con- 
ception of the deplorable condition of the 
entire system after the disastrous strike 
of May, 1900, was evidenced by the improve- 


ment in the service noticeable immediately 
after his appointment as general superin- 
tendent, 

Mr. Grant possesses all the attributes of 
the American man. 

He is 6 feet 2% inches tall, 
pounds and walks with a light, 
step. 

His round face, ruddy complexion and 
clear blue eye indicate his cheerful na- 
ture, and a half hour’s talk with him con- 
vinces one that he is a man fitting well 
the position he fills, and one who, by fair 
means, can get the best service out of his 
3200 employes. 

To gather some idea of the magnitude 
of this $20,000,000 corporation and the thuu-

Figuring up the total for a year, Z19,- 
000,000 persons are carried—more than one- 
fifth of the number carried by the com- 
bined steam roads in the United States. 

There are 828 transfer points, and trans- 
fers are used by two out of every three per- 
sons who ride in a day. Counting chil- 
dren’s tickets with the transfers received 
as fares on a Saturday when the crowds 
average 607,790, the average fare received 
by the company for each passenger is less 
than 3 cents. 

When one stops to consider that every 
man, woman and child rides on an aver- 
age of once a day—sometimes three and 
four times—the total of 219,000,000 passen- 
gers carried annually is not surprising.

tory. 

The road was built in 188 from Elyria, a 
suburb of Denver, to the Scranton coal 
fields, 16 miles east of Denver. 

The company, before building the roa, 
secured several thousand acres of land, 
which contained millions of tons of coal, 
and for a time it looked as if the market 
would be flooded, but before the world 
knew what had happened the railroad 
company was buying coal to burn in its 
one lone engine, and it has done so ever 
since 

Great bodies of this Scranton coal were 
opened up, and it appeared to be the best 
on earth, but almost immediately after it 
was exposed to the weather the stuff 
went through a ‘chemical process simi- 
lar to the slaking of burned limestone. 

Scientists were puzzled, and the only evon- 
clusion hey could reach was that Nature 
in her dealings with that particular por- 
tion of the earth had not done her whole 
duty. In other words, that the material 
has not yet matured, and that it will ve 
hundreds of years before it is available.

Gould had heard of the Colorado & Eastern 
and determined to buy it. One morning he 
notified the officials that he would take a 
trip over it. 

The engineer got a tip. He knew his roll- 
ing stock was light and that the rails 
weighed but 18 pounds. There was only 
one thing to do if he wanted to avoid a 
wreck and give Gould a good impression 
of the road, and that was to run his train 
not much faster than a horse car. 

The officials of the road and the then 
great railroad king got aboard. But a few 
miles had been covered when Mr. Gould, 
who stood on the flat car not far from the 
engine, asked the engineer to run faster. 
but there was no change in the rate of 
speed. Two or three times Mr. Gould asked 
that the train be run faster, but the en- 
gineer, knowing what the result would be, 
kept the even tenor of his way. 

“Pull that throttle wide open and let her 
go!" demanded Gould, and the engineer 
obeyed. The engine shot along the track 
at a fearful rate. Sometimes the flat car 
was a foot from the rails, and then again 
it was high up in the air.

Pesa, Mexico’s sweetest singer, and 
who is very appropriately known as the 
Mexican Longfellow. 

Hle is the writer that is the most gener- 
ally read, and the most dearly beloved, 
throughout the length and breadth of this 
land, 

Old and young are both alike devoted to 
his name and his works, and it is not an 
uncommon sight to see a volume of his 
poems in the hands of some child or half- 
grown boy or girl. 

Juan de Dios Pesa cannot fall to bring 
memories of Longfellow to the minds of 
his Northern readers, of whom he has 
many. The intensely passionate Latin ar- 
dor that is to be found in his patriotic 
songs and many of his love ballads is en- 
tirely lacking In the calm, pure verses of 
our New England bard, but in his various 
poems of nature, childhood and home that 
have made his name a dearly beloved 
household word there is a gentle pathetic 
tenderness and a serene calmness that is 
beautiful to contemplate. 

Like Longfellow, many of the verses of 
Juan de Dios Pesa are strangely sad, but 
never hopelessly so, like so many of those 
that came from the pen of Byron, Pope 
and others, and there is never a taint of 
cynicism, but one can always get a 
glimpse of sunshine through the darkest 
cloud that may seem to hover over the life 
of this gifted man. But above all there is 
never to be found the slightest sugges- 
tion of morbidness or pessimism in any of 
his works and one can plainly see the 
healthy, true mind and soul of the poet, 
even in his saddest strains. In this re- 
spect, also, he is like Longfellow, who 
wrote his beautifully touching farewell] to 
a wonderfully beautiful life just as the 
Mexican poet was bidding it a joyous, 
hopeful good morning. 

Pesa was born in the City of Mexico J:inea 
29, 1852. His father, a high-class imperial 
Spaniard, came over with Maximilian and 
was minister of war under that Emperor.

He ts, and always has been, an enthusiastic 
liberalist, and has written not only verse, 
but prose, in defense of liberty and demo- 
cratic government. It seems strange at 
fireat thought that he should differ so redi- 
caily in matters of politics from his beloved 
father, stilk when one comes to think of 
it, oe is no wonder weed ees. tor 


true poet has not sung of liberty and freee 
dom? The father, who reciprocated hig 
son's affections, never curtatied his libere 
alistic views, but was tolerant and discreet, 
The poet Pesa has always been a firm 
partisan of Gen. Diaz, and has held several 
important offices under him He is now @ 
member of the Mexican Congress.

LD Salem Chautauqua, near the town 
of Petersburg, Ill., is claimed to be

SREDNI-KOLYMSK, Northeast Siberia, 
March 19, 1902. 
N the 18th day out of Verkhoyansk 
() we reached Sredni-Kolymsk, a small 
edition of the former, but even more 
mournful in appearance. That morning all 
nature had been smiling in the sunshine 
under a sky of sapphire, the birds sang 
and tree boughs sparkled like diamonds un- 
der the snowy rime; and our own spirits 
rose at the thought that at least one 
gloomy prediction had failed, and that in- 
stead of taking three months to get here 
we had accomplished the distance almos: 
in record time. And yet the sight of that 
lonely village, with its one deserted street 
of now familiar log huts, seemed to dark- 
en the daylight and chill the mind with a 
vague feeling of apprehension. 

There was a sense of incongruity about 
this gloomy oasis and its cheerful natural 
surroundings suggestive of a brilliant ball- 
room into which a coffin has been borne 
by mistake. 

An instinctive fesling of repulsion may 
have been due to certain anecdotes I had 
heard about it at Verkhoyansk, but I 
doubt whether under any circumstances a 
more cheerlcses, God-forsaken spot can ex- 
{fet on this earth than Sredni-Kolymsk. 


A GOD-FORPSAKEN AND 

CHEERLESS COUNTRY. 

A stolid, suspicious-looking police master 
received us with a co'd formaliiy, very 
different to the warm greeting of our good 
friend Katcheropki at Verkhoyansk. But 
this is the Czar's severest (natural) prison 
hese, and sociability is not encouraged, 
even toward travelers, wh.) are rare. 

Indeed we were the first free strangers 
‘from the far outer world to visit the spot 
for nearly thirty years. I was coldly in- 
> formed that there were no dogs at my dis- 
posal, for scarcity of fish last season had 
The projected journey to 
\wisetring Straits was merely smiled at with 
‘official incredulity, 
ven my credentials produced little ef-

fect on this official, and failure would have 
stared us straight in the face had it not 
been for the Cossack ordered by the gover- 
nor of Yakutsk to accompany us so far 
as I deemed necessary. 

For, mainly by this man’s exertions, the 
country was scoured for miles around and 
the peasantry bribed so effectually that be- 
fore a week had elapsed three sleds and 
dog teams were in readiness for our depart- 
ure. 

I was not sorry for the delay, being there- 
by enabled to make the acquaintance of 
several interesting exiles and to briefly 
study the cunditions of their lives under 
banishment “by administrative order.” I 
mcntion no names, for obvious reasons, 
but may add that my information, derived 
as often frcm officials as from the exiles 
themselves, is here reproduced with due 
impartiality. 


THE LIFE OF THE 
POLITICAL EXILES. 


« There are or were 17 political exiles at 
Sredni-Kolymsk—mostly men and women of 
good birth who have received a univers'ty 
education. All, without exception, had sev- 
eral sentences in some prison or fortrers 
of European Russia before banishment, 
which has in every case been “by adminis- 
trative order’'—viz., without public trial. 

Akatni, in Trans-Balkalia, is now the only 
political prison throughout the Russian Em- 
pire, with the excention of Schlusselburg 
Fortress, an hour’s journey from the cap!i- 
tal. In both these establishments the ‘‘dis- 
cipline’’ includes close confinement, fettered 
limbs, and in the first named hard labor in 
the silver mines. Polftical offenders are 
rent to numberless places, from the Ural 
Mountains to the Chinese fronfier, accord- 
ing to the gravity of their offense, onlg the 
moet serious cases going north to Yakuts<, 
Verkhoyansk and Sredmi-Kolymsk, which 
lust has almost as om'nous a name ua 
Schlusselburg, the Russian Bastille on Lake 
Ladoga, 

As a rule the blow which deprives a man 
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of liberty to consign him to a living grave 
falls suddenly. He may be quietly at home 
with his family, at his office or some public 
place of entertainment when the fatal touch 
on the shoulder summons him away. 

A “private’’ inquiry follows, and generally 
a term of imprisonment, varying from two 
to ten years, with subsequent exile in 
Siberia. 

A projected attempt to assassinate the 
Emperor, the members of the imperial fam- 
ily or even a prominent official is punished 
by incarceration for life either at Schlussel- 
burg or the Siberian political prison of 
Akatni aforementioned. There is no mitiga- 
tion of the sentence in either case to one of 
exile. 

“Politicals’’ of each sex leave Moscow 
with ordinary criminals and travel under 
the same restrictions as the latter as far 
as Irkutsk. Here prison clothes: are dis- 
carded and the journey on to Yakutsk is 
made by sleigh or steamer, as the case may 
be, in charge of a Cossack. 

Verkhoyansk and other settlements in the 
Arctic circle can only be reached in winter 
by dog or reindeer sled, and this part of 
the journey, which occupies about four 
months, is very trying to those of delicate 
constitution. Women never travel alone 
with a guard, but are accompanied by a 
fellow-captive. 

Time and civilization have abolished the 
knout and similar horrors, so far as ‘‘Po- 
liticals’’ are concerned, and a solitary case 
of petty oppression which occurred here 
only last year met with summary ven- 
geance. 


VALLEY OF DESPAIR 
FOR THE PRISONERS. 


For a few hasty words spoken in anger 
a young exile was seized and flogged by or- 
der of the late chief of police, a notorious 
bully. Burning with shame and mortifica- 
tion, the lad on the same evening, Ce- 
spairing of redress, blew his brains out. 

Three days later another exile, a friend 
9° the dead man, met the official on the 
street and shot him deqd, for which crime 
this’ exile is now in Yakutsk awalting his 
trial. But an acquittal is certain, for the 
unwarrantable brutality of the police offi- 
cer was unanimously condemned by the 
authorities. I quote the case as an excep- 
tion to prove the rule that in these days 
official tyranny of any kind is generally 
punished. 

But although physical suffering among 
Russian exiles is now mainly caused by the 
rigorous climate and often scanty and re- 
pulsive fare, the mental agony arising from 
a life of enforced inactivity, passed amid 
semi-savage surroundings, thousands of 
leagues away from home and kindred, is to 
some restless, nervous natures infin'tely 
worse to bear than any bodily pain. 

Of the exiles here two or three certainly 
merit severe punishment, having attempted 
assassination—namely, Mme. A., in whose 
éase a long term of imprisonment would 
have been inflicted in any country. But I 
could mention a dozen others who are ab- 
solutely unconnected with so-called Nihil- 
ism. the secret press or dynamle, or even 
with more than a passive participation in 
the “propaganda.” 

In America these men would have made 
good citizens, leading honest and useful 
lives and contributing to the welfare of 
their country. Even in this valley of 
deepair, where government officials vainly 
strive to enliven the maddening monotony 
with wine and cards, the exiles have formed 
a small library of works (not prescribed by 
the censor), while in every hut certain 
hours are ret apart daily for the study of 
science, natural history, languages, etc. 

Mr. S. gained a gold medal for photogra- 
phy at the Warsaw Exposition of 1900, al- 
though up to the time of hie arrival here 
he had never touched a camera. He told 
me that during six weary years work alone 
had saved his reason. He described life 
as a hell upon carth In this accursed spot, 
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where the bi-yearly mail is anxiously 
looked for for months beforehand, and 
where a small, cheap gramophone, recently 
imported by the little colony of politicals, 
was listened to with delight for 24 hours 
at a stretch on its arrival. The purchase 
of the instrument was a severe strain on 
pecuniary resources, for a man’s fortune 
goes with his liberty to the state, which 
allows him in return the sum of 17 roubles 
monthly to find himself in clothing, NMedg- 
ing and food. Consequently most of the 
exiles are insufficlently clad, and during 
winter suffer severely from hunger. 


SEMI-STARVATION OF 
AN UNHAPPY PEOPLE. 


When I was at Sredin-Kolmsk flour, tea, 
salt, sugar and other necessaries were at 
famine prices, and no increase of allow- 
ance having been made to meet the case 
these unhappy people were living in a state 
of semi-starvation. 

There was much sié¢kness, but the “hos- 
pital’ is at present a mud hovel, occupled 
by a. thriving family of Yakutes, so filthy 
that. no one disputes their possession of this 
“government building.’ Hard by it are four 
moldering posts, representing an “infirm- 
ary,’’ for which a large sum of money was 
subscribe in St. Petersburg and sent out 
here to the authorities 20 years ago! Com- 
ment is superfiuous! 

Within the past five years three exiles 
here have taken their lives, and tyvo more 
are hopeless lunatics. (An official is re- 
sponsible for this statement.) Four of there 
men arrived here in a sane and healthy 
condition, cheerfully resigned to their fate 
and anticipating a speedy release. When I 
experienced surprise and asked for a rea- 
son my informant smiled and shrugged his 
shoulders. ‘‘Look out of that window," he 
said, and the gloomy, lifeless street, shast- 
ly midday silence and dreary white plain 
stretching mournfully away to the horizon 
were an eloquent reply. ‘‘No wonder they 
go mad,’’ I said. 

et the natives, either,’’ was

“There is literally not a woman in this 
place over 30 years of age who does not 
suffer from chronic hysteria, while lunacy 
is common among the men. 

“The climate?’ I asked. 

“And food, and surroundings,’ was the 
reply. 

“I have been here only two years, and 
must soon get away for a change, or’’—and 
he tapped his brow significantly. 

And yet, every year, one or more squalid 
huts are prepared by friendly hands to re- 
ceive some comrade in distress—every year 
Sudin-Koiynisk enfolds fresh victims in her 
deadly embrace, while in far-away Amer- 
ica well-meaning souls cry out for “‘reform 
in Siberian prisons!"" (usually admirab'y 
conducted establishments), blissfully ‘ghor- 
ant of that other real hell upon earth in 
the far north. 


UNSPEAKABLE MISERY 
IN THE ARCTIC INFERNO. 


Were H. M. the Emperor of Russia only 

dimly aware of the life of unspeakable mis- 
ery endured by even his rebellious subjects 
in this Arctic ‘‘Inferno,”’ I am convinced 
that one stroke of his pen would end the 
history of Siedin-Kolynsk as a place of 
exile. 
We leave tomorrow for Nijni-Kolymsk, 300 
miles distant, near the Arctic ocean. In 
abcut three months my next will be sent 
(if possible) from Berings straits (should 
we ever reach them), but what with lack 
of provisions, mniserable dog teams and an 
epidemic said to have decimated the Teh- 
uktchi coast, New York now seems, to us, 
almost as unattainable as the North Pole 
itself, 


the re- 


‘On leaving Yakutsk for Behring straits 
a voyage lay before us of about 2500 miles, 
or rather more than the distance from New 
York to San Francisco. 

The journey is a long one by rail; with 
reindeer (sald to be weakly) and dogs (said 
to be scarce) it appeared almost appalling. 

The governor advised me to abandon whit 
he considered a hopeless enterprise, urging 
that, even if he reached the Kolyma r.ver. 
the Tuchktchis beyond it would certainly 
wurder us. Reindeer were so scarce, he de- 
clared, that It might take three months fo 
reach Nijni-Kolymsk, in which case We 


_ beria”’ by 


could neither advance nor retreat. For in 
Summer this village is as isolated as a 
desert island in midocean, the soft, spongy 
“Tundra,’’ over which a sled skims easily, 
precluding all other modes of travel. 

At Nijni-Kolymsk dogs were to replace 
our reindeer, but by latest advices most of 
the former had perished. We ialso learned 
that a famine was raging fn the Kolyma 
district and that provisions there would be 
unprocurable. Altogether it was on a fer- 
lorn hope that we set out on the clear, 
starlit evening of Feb. 21, 1902, to make our 
way somehow to New York by land. 


Our Yakutsk friends braved the cold to 
see the “Americans start for their coun- 
try,’’ but although their good wishes were 
clearly genuine, I fancy we were regarded 
more ih the light of amiable lunatics than 
as pioneers of a mammoth railway which 
may some day engirdle tha globe. 


Our first objective point was Verkhoy- 
ansk, 600 miles away, and we must cross 
midway the range of mountains of that 
name. 

Yakute sleighs were now replaced by 
“nartas” (light ‘“‘one-man”’ reindeer sleds), 
fitted with a felt hood for protection against 
storms and the intense cold, Four deer are 
harnessed to a sled (four-in-hand fashion), 
a smaller sled for the driver separatin; 
leaders and wheelers. It is the pleagantest 
form of primitive travel in the world when 
deer are in good condition, but ours were 
puny, miserable beasts and a source of 
constant anxiety. 


SEMI-DARENESS I5 
ALMOST PERPETUAL. 


The ‘‘road’’ to Verkhoyansk is simply 4 
narrow pathway hewn through the forest 
and sometimes only indicated by “blazed” 
trees trunks. The “stations’’ are mud houses 
kept by Yakutes, consisting of one room, 
or rather shed, where natives and cattle 
herd together. Semi-darkness is perpetual 
within the walls owing to the fact that the 
windows are of ice. 


These ‘‘stancias’’ (stations) vary from 
60 to 120 miles apart, but there are ‘‘povar- 
mias’’ at closer intervals—uninhabited shan- 
ties open to the winds where firewood and 
ice are stored in case of necessity. Cheer- 
less as thé “stancias’” were we were glad 
enough after a time to crawl into them gut 
of the reach of storms. Twenty below zeru 
in a draughty ‘“‘povarnia’’ was often a relish 
from the deadly cold outside. 


We traveled night and day, occasionally 
halting to thaw out the frozen food laid in 
at Yakutsk, which luckily carried us to 
Sredni-Kolymsk. al 


Five days out from Yakutsk the Verkhoy- 
ansk mountains were crossed over a pass 
which is probably unique. From a short 
distance our way appeared to lie over a per- 
pendicular wall of ice, and iron horseshocs 
were fastened to our feet by the natives to 
afford securer footing. An hour's climb 
brought us to the summit, which the deer 
also Managed with great difficulty to reach. 
On the downward side a descent seemed 
almost impossible without personal injury, 
for above them frozen snow sloped for per- 
haps a mile with a nasty chain of jagged 
rocks midway to break a. fall. 


We reached the valley safely, the sleds 
being held back by men and reindeer dur- 
ing the perilous descent. They looked from 
below like files crawling down a wall. 

Beyond this the scenery recalled the wild- 
est and loveliest parts of Switzerland. As 
we skirted some dizzy precipice disclosing a 
vista of gloomy gorge and pine-clad valley 
with snowy peaks glittering against the 
cloudiess blue the eye sought instinctively 
for solitary ‘chalets,’ tiny villages and 
green, sunlit pastures, although this deso- 
lute region is almost bereft of human and 
animal life. Durirg the journey of 2000 miles 
from Yakutsk to the shores of the Polar 
sea I do not think we met with a score of 
people outside of settlements and ‘‘stan- 
clas.”’ 

Verkhoyansk is called the “Heart of Si- 
loyal Russians. Political exiles 
have another name for it, also beginning 
with the letter “H,’ which I leave to the 
imagination.

of St. Louis it is related that Col. Farnum set out from this city in the winter 
of 1812-13 on a trip to Astoria on the Pacific coast, where he had to deliver 
some dispatches. He turned his back on civilization when he left Boonville, 
on the Missouri river. Overcoming frightful hardships, and after having been 
beset with constant danger from savages and beasts, he at last reached the 


Pacific coast. 


After delivering his messages, and recuperating somewhat from the trials 
take dispatches of the Hudson Bay Company to St. Petersburg, Russia. With 
of his perilous trip across the North American continent, he undertook to 

a dog as his only companion, and with a gun as his only protection, he pro- 
ceeded along the Pacific coast to the Russian settlements in Alaska. Thence 
he proceeded to Bering Straits, where he crossed on the ice in the winter of 
1813-1814. He then commenced his historic trip across Siberia, cutting across 


vast territories where the European had never before been seen. 


Reaching 


St. Petersburg, he was presented to Czar Alexander I as the bold American 


who had crossed the northern part of the Continent of Asia. 


The monarch 


congratulated him on his wonderful achievement, and furnished him, unso- 
licited, with transportation to Paris. Col. Farnum swung around the Euro- 
pean circle, crossed the Atlantic, and at last reached the point of his depart- 


ure, St. Louis, where he was received 


, 


with wild demonstrations of enthusi- 


asm and affection. The American globe-trotter died, in this city, in 1832. 
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swaying idly in the breeze and the ice 
windows dropping from their frames, and 
you have an outline of the scene. 

A deadly stillness reigns, for even in the 
daytime the sight of a human face out of 
doors is a rarity. A fur-clad figure or two 
may appear at long. intervals, hurrying 
from one house to another to escape the 
ferocious cold, or a Yakute may drive in 
from a distance in a sled. But hours often 
elapse without a sign that the place con- 
tains a Hving soul. And yet in quite a 
third of their comfortless hovels are men 
and women who, perhaps only recently, 
were loved ones in some busy city or quiet 
country home in far away Europe—men and 
women of refinement and culture destined, 
many of them, ta end their days here ‘‘by 
order of the Great White Czar!’”’ 


ONE OF THE COLDEST 
PLACES IN THE WORLD. 


Verkhoyansk is said to be the coldest 
place in the world, but I doubt it. The cold 
is certainly intense (during our stay the 
temperature practically remained at 63 de- 
grees below zero, Fahrenheit), but a weath- 
er table showed that during the past five 
years 69 degrees below zero is the lowest 
record here, whereas Klondike can beat 
this by several degrees. 

Spring and fall bring torrents of rain, and 
before the snow has disappeared swarms of 
mosquitoes arrive, rendering life under 
primitive conditions almost unbearable. 
There is much sickness, except in winter, 
when the cold, dry climate resembles that 
of the Engadine, but at other seasons per- 
rpetually frozen ground and dense fogs ren- 
der pulmonary complaints and rheumatism 
frequent. 

Oddly enough, Verkhoyansk is less dread- 
ed than Yakutsk as a place of exile, but 
this is probably because the police master 
of the former is @ gentleman, not a jailer, 


like so many of his class. 

Some years ago Admiral Melville of the 
United States navy obtained valuable as- 
sistance from this official during his search 
for the bodies of his ill-fated shipmates of 
the Jeannette, and M. Katcheropki pos- 
eesses 2 handsome gold watch presented to 
him upon that occasion by the President 
of the United States. 

Details of the journey of about 1500 miles 
from here to Sredni-Kolymsk (also ac 
complished with reindeer) would weary the 
reader, for the country passed through was 
one of deadly monotony. There were no 
mountains to cross, and the ‘“stancias”’ 
were (if possible) filthier and,further apart. 
Otherwise the conditions of travel were 
precisely the same as those north of 
Yakutsk. The rogd runs through endless 
pine forests, across hundreds of small lakes 
and over vast plains as flat as a skittle 
alley across which a line could be laid at 
little expense and with consummate ease. 

The valuable timber of this huge district 
would along repay the outlay in a few 
years. 

As we crept northward the landscape grew 
more desolate, trees became scarcer and the 
wind howled mournfully across thé desolate 
marshes that fringe the frosen ocean. 
Gales were now frequent, and the cold 
diminished !n proportion to the force of the 
wind, which seldom accompanies a very 
low temperature, perhaps luckily, for while 
60 degrees below zero is quite bearable in 
stillness, 20 degrees higher with anything 
like a breeze would kill every living thing 
before it. 

Nearing our destination we met at 4 
“stancia’ an aged, white-haired man whe 
was returning to Poland after 37 years of 
exile at Sredni-Kolymsk. But his mind was 
that of a little child, and our inquiries re- 
specting dogs on the Kolyma were met with

A PE/TRIFIED SHIP FOUND 
WITHIN THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 
PELOSI DOLLOP IDO O900O00 
Natives Are Very Superstitious and in Some Way Associate the 
Strange Craft With the Great Spirit. 


Himalaya Mountains, of what was 

reputed to be Noah's Ark, in a won- 
derful state of preservation, was rumored 
some time ago. No little interest was 
aroused at the time, even to the extent of 
preparing to send out an expedition for the 
purpose of investigating, but the story 
proved doubtful and -the matter was 
dropped. 

Now comes a report from the polar region 
that a monster ship in a petrified state has 
long been known to the natives within the 
Arctic Circle. The dimensions are given as 


follows: 

Length, 1200 feet; width, 200 feet; height, 
45 feet; walls 18 inches thick, all of stone. 

That an ancient vessel of such enormous 
proportions exists or ever did exist, sounds 
mythical enough, but W. A. Reid of the Y. 
M. C. A.. who has just returned from the 
arctic regions, when questioned as to the 
truth of this strange story, was strongly 
of the belief that the story is to be cred- 
ited. 7 

Nor is he alone in this. G. A. Keterrer, 
one of the managers of the N. A. T. & T. 
Co., and the Rev. L. J. Wooden, both of 
Fort Yukon, where the story was first ‘re- 
lated, are also firm believers in the authen- 
ticity of the report. They do not assert 
that this strange craft is the ark, or neces- 
sarily bears any resemblance to it, but they 
do believe there exists there a remnant of 
other people's shipcraft. 

As @ matter of fact, this vessel is much 
larger than the ark, which, according to 
the best authorities, was 512 feet long, *7 
feet wide and 6&2 feet high. There is a 
similarity in construction, In that it has a 
flat bottom and is square at both ends. 
The height, also, is nearly the same. 


T's finding, in a remote spot in the 


According toe the descrigtion of natives, 


the strange craft lies away up on a bigh 
mountain near the headwaters of the Crow 
river, a tributary to the Porcupine river, 
about 160 miles from Fort Yukon, in a re- 
Zion of perpetual snow. S8tretching away 
to the north from this point te the shores 
of the Arctic are what is known as the 
Barren Lands. 


The ship, or “big boat,” as it is called by 
the natives, lies up the side of the moun- 
tain near the summit, partially covered by 
a moraine, indicating that it had been de- 
posited there by some glacier which once 
covered a large portion of that district. 
From native description it would appear te 
be In an excellent state of preservation. 
One side has been broken apparently by an 
avalanche, or a fallink roex. 


Natives who have ventured within this 
strange craft report finding thera pecullar- 
shaped vessels all of stone, which cannot 
be Hkened to anything used by the white 
man of today. Bome they describe as ket- 
tles without handjees and high, narrow and 
very heavy; others are like big bexes 
sallor chests.
